It sald that up to August 34, 
the Chinese ancsumed title to 
$303,470 worth of a total of 
$401,220 worth made avaliable. 
In additlon the Chincss took 
over $24,004,000. worth of fixed 
Installations someé time ago, 


The report sitd that although 
considerable property remains to 
be turned over Jn the Philippines 
It has been possible to finalise 
accounts ating to the  $100,- 
00,000 rehabilitation act portion 
of the gale. 

Jt said the original value of the 
total disposals up to September 
30 amounted (o °$3,576,042,000 or 
‘7.90 per cent of the total surplus

Tight Control 


HEN the plans for State hospitals 
were first made known there were 
many doubts as to whether a service 
of such a human and intimate charac- 
ter could really benefit and Improve 


+ under the dead hand of State control. 


Assurances were promptly’ given 
that the regional boards - and hospital 
rnanagement committees to be appoint-- 
ed would be. given a free hand in the 
conduct of their affairs; that there 
would be no regimentation in the ser- 


vice that can only flourish on freedom: , 


and that in no circumstances would 
our hospital system be allowed to be- 
come a great ,impersona} State machine. 


These assurances were accepted. To 
hospital administrators the future look- 


“ed more promising. Certainly hospitals 


would be free from all financial wor- 
ries; no need to raftle collecting boxes 
or wOrry about,another penny-on the 
rates: the- State was to bear the full 
cost, It seemed that a great opportu- 
nity lay ahead and administrators were 


‘ prepared to grasp it with both hands, 


But what has happened since? From 
day{to day it has become increasingly 
clear that it is the intention to direct 
anu contro! the serv.ce from: Whitehall. 
Regional beards and hospital manage~- 


ment committees are not being allowed - 


the free hand they were. promised. 
They are told what they are to do and 
how they are to do it.” 


An attempt is being made to direct 
and conirol the service from Whitehall 


by officials who have no first-hand 


knowledge of their subject. 


Key Posts 


It goes without saying "that first- 
class dociors and efficient, well-trained 
nurses are an essential requisite of a 
gocd hospital service, but the work of 
these tivo sections is dependent on the 
administrative organisation that enables 
them to function. Indeed, the “king- 
pin” of the hospital set-up is the chief 
administrative officer. 


It follows. as regional boards and 
kespital management committees well 
know, that ‘for the key posts in the 
service only the best and most ex- 
Ferienced men wpuld do. Rut the 
Ministry has laid down, . without con~- 
sultation with any representative body, 
salaries for these key posts which 
are substantially less than responsible 
hospital officers are already receiying.

The protests of regional boards were 
tumed down. They had to ad- 
vertise at the ‘salaries. White-hall had 
directed. The result is, of course, that 
in many cases no men of adequate ex- 
perience applied at all, and boards and 
management committees have had no 
option but to appoint unqualified men, 
Nothing could be more detrimental to 
the service as a whole, 


Since July, 5 a spate of Ministerial | 
directives and memoranda has been 
addressed to hospitals. Common to all 
of them is a conspicuous lack of any 
practical knowledge of hospital matters. 
One stich directive announced that ad- 
administrative and clerical workers in 
hospitals are to de pald overtime. , 


To the uninitiated this may not ap 
pear unreasonable, but anyone with a 
knowledge of hospitals would know 
that it is the pride of the hospital 
officer that his is a vocaticn rather 
than just another job. He enters the 
service knowing that patients are not 
sick only from nine to sve and that his 
hours are likely td be as irregular a» 
those of the doctor or the trained 
nurse, The payment of overtime be- 
littles the status of the hospital officer, 
and* must tend to keep the best type 
of man and woman from entering the 
service. ; 


Hospital administrators, too, are 
alarmed at the growing cost of hospital 
provision under Ministry control. 
‘Boards and management committees 
are being encouraged to appoint two 
or three officers. where formerly 
work .was done , adequately by one. 
Increased junior staff is becoming 
necessary in hospitals to keep up 
with the Ministry's demands for filling 
up forms and making returns. 


What is happening is producing an 
entirely’ different atmosphere and spirit

‘ A New Union 


A FEW months ago the bulk of men 
and “women working in hospitals 
did not feel that hosp.tals and trade 
unions could mix. Now hospital cfficers | 
in their hundreds are joining the 
‘National Federation, a new non-politi- 
cal trade union formed to protect their 
interests and ‘these of the hospitals 
service. Cia 


Before July 5 such a trade union 
would never have been thought neces-- 
sary. . 


And yet it may not be too late. 
When, in 1939, the Emergency Medical 
Serv.ce was being set up the then 
Blinister appointed a small advisory. 
committee of hospital administrators, 
all men with practical experience of 
the jab, who really knew what was 
wanted to provide a good and efficient 
service. 

But for the new hospital service 
there is no such committee: One must 
> be set up forthwith. 

Only thus can our hospital service ; 
maintain its high lev@l of the past. It | 
is for the setting-up of this advisory 
committee that the Nauonal Federa- 
tion of Hospital Officers proposes to 
press; and the public, who are’ paying 
for the service and are entitled to the 


- best service, must support the Federa- 


tion in its fight.
